COMPLAINT FOR FEDERAL TAXES 

The plaintiff, the United States of America, at the request of the Chief Counsel of the 
Internal Revenue Service, a delegate of the Secretary of the Treasury, and at the direction of the 
Attorney General of the United States, brings this action to collect joint federal income tax 
assessments, and statutory additions, made against Craig Davitian and Sherlene Davitian for the 
years 2003, 2007,2008,2009, 2010,2011, and 2012. In support of this action, the United States 
alleges as follows: 

JURISDICTION AND VENUE 

1. The Court has jurisdiction over this action pursuant to 28 U.S.C. §§ 1340,1345, 
and 26 U.S.C. § 7402. 

2. Venue is proper in this Court under 28 U.S.C. §§ 1391 and 1396. 
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PARTIES 

3. The plaintiff is the United States of America. 

4. Defendants, Craig Davitian and Sherlene Davitian, are married to each other and 
maintain a last known address at 2909 Dumbarton Street, N.W., Washington, D.C. 20007, within 
the jurisdiction of the Court. 

5. Based on the examination (audit) by the Internal Revenue Service (“IRS”) of the 
joint income tax return of Craig Davitian and Sherlene Davitian for the year 2003, and the joint 
federal income tax returns (Forms 1040) filed by Craig Davitian and Sherlene Davitian for the 
years 2007, 2008,2009, 2010,2011, and the examination (audit) of the joint federal income tax 
return of Craig Davitian and Sherlene Davitian for the year 2012, for the years and on the dates 
set forth below, a delegate of the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States assessed against 
Craig Davitian and Sherlene Davitian (Form 1040) joint federal income taxes, and statutory 
additions to tax, for the years 2003, 2007,2008, 2009,2010, 2011, and 2012:

As a 
result, there remains due and owing from Craig Davitian and Sherlene Davitian, as of December 
17,2018, the amount of $ 719,923.87, plus statutory additions to tax accruing thereon according 
to law, and continuing until paid. 

WHEREFORE, the plaintiff, the United States of America, prays as follows: 

A. That the Court order and adjudge that Craig Davitian and Sherlene Davitian are 
indebted to the United States, as of December 17,2018, in the amount of $ 719,923.87, plus 
statutory additions to tax accruing thereon according to law, and continuing until paid; 

B. That the Court award to the United States its costs of prosecuting this action; and 

C. That the Court award such other and further relief as may be deemed just and 
proper under the circumstances.
